Weshington, D. C., April 8.—{Special.j— 
Democratic presidential politics, which has 
been rumbling in the distance and showing 
frequent signs of outbreak in congress, burst 
upon Washington today with a vigor which 
promises to make it a live subject from this 
time forth to the adjournment of the session. 

Tae CurcaGo TRIBUNE'S poll of Democratic 
editors and Judson Harmon’s interview set- 
ting forth his attitude upon public questions 
were published simultaneously in the eaat- 
ern newspapers today. The result has been 
to loosen Democratic tongues and bring forth 
some emphatic statements which indicate 
that Gov. Harmon at the present moment 
is the choice of a majority of influential 
| Democrats for the presidential nomination. 

Tun TRIBUNE'S poll of Democratic editors, 
showing 418 for Bryan and 414 for Harmon, 
has aroused more interest today than Gov. 
Harmon's interview upon political subjects. 
Democratic leaders declare they have been 
jy Satisfied in their own minds that Harmon 
is right on the big issues of Democracy; 
but they profess surprise at the results shown 
by the poll of Democratic newspapers. 


Only Local Defeat Can Hurt Harmon. 

It is the consensus of opinion in Democratic 
circlés that nothing but disastrous defeat in 
the Ohio elections next fall can prevent Gov. 
Harmon from being the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate in 1912. The Democratic lead- 
ers who make this statement are equally em- 
phatic in saying there is no genuine senti- 
ment throughout the country for another 
nomination for Mr. Bryan. 

The large number of votes polled for Bryan 
in Tus TRIBUNE canvass is not regarded as 
an indication of his actual strength. It is 
declared to be rather a vote of confidence 
from his long time friends. It is believed 
that if the balance of the votes registered in 
THE TRIBUNE poll had been compelled to 
divide themselves between Bryan and Her- 
mon, the latter would have made by far the 
greater gain. 

Gov. Harmon's availability as a presiden- 
tial candidate has been strengthened ma- 
terially, in the opinion of prominent Demo- 
crats, by the wide support given dim ipthe 
poll of Democratic RewopaHers. 


Congrédamén Gilbert “Mi ‘Hitchcock of 
Omaha, who has been closely identified with 
recent national Democratic campaigns, said 
tonight: 

Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE'S poll reveals a 
remarkable persistency of Bryan sentiment, 
in the face of his decision not to be a candi- 
date again. Next in significance is the fact 
that Gov. Harmon has votes in thirty- four 
out of the thirty-seven states polled by TH 
TRIBUNE. He appears to be, aside from 
Bryan, the only Democrat whose support is 
national. : 

This sentiment was shared by a number 
of. other Democrats who were interviewed 
tonight. The continued effort 
Mayor Gaynor of New York, upon the stage 
as a principal in the presidential drama has 
not met with success in party circles here, 
and the scattering votes Gaynor received in 
Tun TRIBUNS poll confirm the belief of many 
Democratic leaders that be would not draw 
general support. 


Harmon Stronger than Gaynor. 

Harmon is strong throughout the east, 
said a. leading Democratic congressman from 
an eastern state. He is preferred to Gay- 
nor, because Harmon is a tried man, while 
Gaynor is an experiment.” 

Gov. Harmon’s success in the coming elec- 
tions in Ohio is admitted to be vital to his 
continued support for the presidential nom- 
ination. His defeat for governor this year, 
even if it were by a small majority, will make 
him much less available for party leadership 
than he will be if he again carries his state 
in the face of a strong Republican fight, with 
Wade Ellis and the influence of President 
Taft directed against him. 

The determination of the Democrats to take 
Mr. Bryan at his word this time and prevent 
his assuming the leadership of the party 
» again is apparent. All the Democratic con- 
gressmen who would talk about the matter 
today declared there was no possibility of 
Bryan being a candidate in 1912.

Bryan forces in the last campaign. 

No Chance for Bryan 

There is no desire to have Bryan run a 
fourth time. The Democrats of the country 
today favor Harmon and will give him almost 
unanimous support if he makes the run that 
ie expected of him in Ohio this year. It is in; 
evitable that he will be a dominating factor 
in the Democratic convention.

THRER AVIATORS DIE IN SEA 


German Balloon in Gale Goes Up 
6,000 Feet, Then Drops. 


LIMBS CRUSHED IN CRASH. 


Statesman Victim of Tragic Ascension 
Ending in Baltic, 


AERO FATALITIES OF YEAR...:.......++-4 


STETTIN; Germany, April 8—The Ger- 
man balioon Pommern, which made an as- 
cension today, met with a series of accidents 
which ended in a disaster under tragic cir- 
cumstances in the Baltic sea. : 

Three men lost their lives, including a 
Radical member of the reichstag, Werner 
Hugo del Brueck. Herr del Brueck and an- 
other member of the party were drowned. A 
third was up unconscious and died 
from his injuries, while the fourth wes rés- 
cued, but is in a serious condition. 

The Pommern, carrying Del Brueck, who 
was pilot, a banker, Herr Sommelhardt; an 
architect, Herr Benduhn, and a man named 
Hein, ascended early in the afternoon. A 
gale was blowing and the Pommern broke 
away before it had been ballasted com- 
pletely. 


Chapter of Accidents Begins. 

A chapter of accidents began immediately. 
The balloon collided with telegraph wires, 
which broke, almost overturning the basket. 
It then dashed into the rocf of a factory, de- 
stroying the smokestack. With the basket 
swaying wildly and half of its ropes cut, the 
balloon soared to a great altitude and disap- 
peared in the clouds at terrific speed. 

Thousands of onlookers, including a de- 
tachment of military, which had assisted in 
the ascent, ran along the roads, expecting 
the basket to break away. The balloon, how- 
ever, was not seen again until it reached 
Swinemunde, thirty-six miles northwest of 
Stettin, over which it passed, at a height of 
6,000 feet, in the direction of the sea. 

Tugs followed in its track, and one which 
had outdistanced the others was almost 
under it when suddenly the balloon fell into 
the sea. The tug steamed to the spot quickty, 
but the work of rescue was difficult. Del 
Brueck and Bendubn had disappeared, but 
Sommelhardt and Hein were clinging to the 
ropes and they were pulled aboard the vessel. 


Limbs Crushed in Collision. 

Describing their experiences, Herr Som- 
melhardt said: 

Our collision with the telegraph’ lines and 
the factory roof had horrible consequences. 
Del Brueck suffered a broken leg and severe 
injury of the head. Benduhn's arm and leg 
were fractured. Hein received bad contu- 
sions of the head. I was knocked senseless, 
but recovered in a moment to find that I had 
a crushed knee and chest. 

The network around the envelope was 
torn in such @ manner that we feared every 
second the gas bag would slip out and we 
would crash down to the ea n 
of 6,000 feet, to which we had had 


Del Brueck. tn te at ü Selbe 
vainly endeavored to open the valve, which 
had become entangled. We knew not whit 
to do and merely awaited our fate. 

In the meantime we passed over Swine- 
munde at a great altitude and soon found 
ourselves above the sea. We thought possi- 
bly that we might land in Sweden, but the 
balloon was caught in a rain cloud which 
drove us down until we were within 150 feet 
of the water. 


Fall Into Sea Like Log. 

„Del Brueck was suffering agony, but he 
succeeded in pulling the ripping cord and 
we féll into the water like a log. All man- 
aged to get clear of the basket. I, with Hein, 
swam and caught hold of the network, but 
Del Brueck and Benduha sank.“ 

Hein died after being taken on the tug.

He treated 
Catholic, Protestant, and Jew on the same 
basis—his worth as a man—not with any ref- 
ence to his religious faith. 

Mr. Roosevelt insisted, while president, on 
absolute equality in the treatment of Cath- 
olic, Protestant, or Jew in the United States, 
and applied the same policy to Christian and 
Mohammedan in the Philippines. 

He condemned bigotry, whether from Prot- 
esetant or Catholic, as was shown by his 
denunciation of the A. P. A. before the Meth- 
odist Chautauqua conference. 


Gave Catholic Church Aid. 


He sought and succeeded in arranging mul- 
titudinous questions for the Catholic church 
arising from the American acquisition of the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, and Panama, and 
the liberation of Cuba from the yoke of 
Spain. oe 

He appointed two Catholica, Charles J. 
Bonaparte and R. W. Wynne, as members ot 
his cabinet. Bonaparte was secretary of the 
navy and Wynne postmaster general. Mr. 
Roosevelt also placed many other Catholics 
in high government offices, an honor grate- 
fully appreciated by the American Catholics 
and fully recognized by the vatican. 

Mr. Roosevelt did these things not because 
the men or interests concerned were Cath- 
olles but, in the case of the former, because 
their qualities called for recognition—recog- 
nition which they would have received had 
they been Protestants or Jews—and, in the 
case of the interests, because the questions 
arising in connection with them required set- 
tlement for the good of the country. 


Acted Only from Duty. 

In his position as president of the Ameri- 
can republic, where liberty of worship is a 
cardinal principle, he was bound to do no 
more and no less, and never sought to take 
the lightest credit for his acts in this con- 
nection. 

The natura) result of the course Mr. Roose- 
velt took was to give him popularity among 
the Catholics beyond that enjoyed by any 
other politician. 

I happen to know of his warm friendship 
with many of the Catholic clergy, and their 
high regard for him. Indeed, during his 
African hunt, many of the clergy sent him 
Christmas cards, and souvenirs and birthday 
medals blessed by the pope. 

Visited Missions of Catholics. 

On his way through Africa Mr. Roosevelt 
visited Catholic as well as Protestant mis- 
gions, preaching to each the doctrine of re- 
ligious toleration and urging all missionaries 
and students, Christians and Mohammedaensa, 
to work on the same broad platform of com- 
mon Christianity. 

Immediately after landing at Nairobi Mr. 
Roosevelt called at the French Catholic mis- 
sion, visited and hunched with the Catholic 
missionary, Kampall, and also took tea with 
the French “ White Fathers.” 

At the same point he dined with the Cath- 
olic bishop of Khartum and received many 
Catholics, priests and laymen, while touring

Mr. Roosevelt, with full appreciation of 
the dignity of his holiness and proper regard 
to the etiquette which obteine in such mat- 
ters, notified the ambassador that, if possible, 
he would like to be presented to the king and 
pope on the same day but, it this wae in th 
slightest degree not in keeping with the es- 
tablished principles, then he requested that 
the audience with the king be fixed for April 
4, and the pope on April & 

At the same time Mr. Roosevelt announced 
he would make no other engagements of any 
kind whatsoever until his arrival in Rome, 
where he could ascertain all the facts and 
conditions from the American ambassador. 

The American people must realize that in 
Europe an official standing is. accorded to 
many men who have held high office, and 
that they must act in consonance with the 
treatment extended to them. 


Learns of Fairbanks Incident. 
Shortly before his arrival in Khartum Mr. 
Roosevelt learned of the action of the vati- 
can in canceling the audience with Charles 
W. Fairbanks on account of his acceptance 
of an invitation to address the Methodists of 


Rome. 


This incident, however, in nowise mod 
fied or affected the course Mr. Roosevelt hed 
mapped out long before. He had not entered 
into and didn’t propose to enter into any Som- 
munication, direct or indirect, or make any 
engagement with Methodists, Catholics, or 
any other denomination in Rome until the 
day after that origipally chosen for the re- 
ception at the vatican. 

It is true that the vatican had no infor- 
mation concerning this except Mr. Roose- 
velt's messages, Ambassador Leishman de- 
clining to make engagements of any kind 
until Mr. Roosevelt's arrival in Rome. 

The vatican determined to prevent a repe- 
tition of the Fairbanks’ incident and, at the 
same time, to fix a precedent which; once 
and for all, would establish the conditions 
of presentation of all American statesmen 
to the pope and deliver a body blow to the 
Methodist propaganda in Rome. 

Letter Giving Vatican Views.

YAIRBANKS? ROME EXPERIENCE. 

Charles Warren Fairbank, vice president 
under Theodore Roosevelt's second adminis- 
tration, on Feb. 6 of this year declined to call 
upon Pope Pius X. 

The incident arose when Mr. Fajrbanks 
was in Rome completing his recent journey 
around the world. When the choice was put 
up to him, the former vice president made 
known his preference for addressing an 
American Methodist congregation to having 
an audience with the pontiff.

FRIEND OF ROOSEVELT DIES. 

GONDOKORO, Sudan, March 12.—[Corre- 
spondence.}]—One of the most pathetic inci- 
dents connected with the visit of Col. Roose- 
velt to Africa was the death of the Rev. Dr. 
Roderic Prosch, a French missionary. who 
was returning home to end his days in peace. 
Dr. Prosch was the guest of Col. Rooseevit at 
lunch on March 1, apparently in good health, 
but the next day he was dead: 

The steamer Dal, with the Roosevelt party 
aboard, had left Gondokoro, which probably 
is the most uninteresting, hot, and dusty 
place in all the land. A native came running 
down the street saying that his master was 
dying. A physician answered the call in 
haste. He found Dr. French lying in his tent. 
and bled the missionary as the only means of 
saving his life, but he was too late. 

This was the sad ending to ten and one-half 
years of missionary work in the unhealthy 
Zambesi country of northwest Rhodesia. 
Arrangements for tt funeral were made, 
and at sunset eight native policemen carried 
the body to ita last resting place under the 
shade of the tree where his tent had stood. 

A rough coffin was made of packing cases 
and a blanket was wrapped around the form. 
At the”head of the procession on the march 
to the grave was a firing party of the Uganda 
constabulary. All the European residents 
and local merchants attended as a mark of 
respect to the dead missionary. 

Inquiries developed the fact that there was 
no one of those who gathered at the grave of 
the same religion as Dr. Prosch, and, curious- 
ly enough, all the whites were Catholics. One 
of the newspaper correspondents corisenied 
to read the Church of England burial service. 

Only the previous day at lunch Dr. Prosch 
and Col, Roosevelt had discussed the ques- 
tion of religious tolerance, and they had 
agreed that there should be no intolerance. 
Fate ordained that Dr. Prosch should be 
buried by Roman Catholics twenty-four 
hours later, although he himself was a 
Lutheran.

amount that ought to be deducted by reason 
of the negligence. That is hard on the rail- 
roads. 

It is harder on railroads than the old rule 
of law was, but it means that that is to go 
in the expense of the rallroad and ulti- 


to come from the public. 

“*T agree that my friends, the railroad pres- 
idents—if I dare call them friends—and I 
dare feel that it may be a long time before 
they figure out of their rates the fraction 
of increase necessary to meet this additiona! 
Jiability; but it will come ultimately, and it 
is better that it should come. 


Likes European System. 

“I am hopeful indeed, that before many 
years have passed we shall be ab! to adopt 
a system of arbitration within the interstate 
commerce railways by which there shall. be 
settled promptly how much e man shall re- 
celve for an injury, propo nate to the 
wages that he gets, proportionate to the dis- 
abling character of the injury; so that it 
shall be uniform. 

“TI think we ought to have a uniformity of 
award, a dispatch and quickness in award 
so that the lawyers may be eliminated—and 
I am a lawyer myself—and that the money 
may go directly to the object to which it 
ought to be devoted. It will rid the courts 
of litigation with which they are loaded 
down now. It will make the awards reason- 
able but quick, and there will be no division 
in the money paid to the widow and the or- 
phans or to the helpless cripple. That sys- 
tem is forcing its way in Europe, and I hope 
we may have it here.“

“Gross and public ethical irregularities ” 
which the Ministeria] Association of May- 
wood was formed a week ago to combat,

Croft Gear, rector of Holy Communion 
Episcopal church, who favors the open Sun- 
day poolroom, against John Soffel, president 
of the village board, whom the rector ac- 
cused of holding a secret session or star 
chamber meeting to vote against thé open 
Sunday proposition,

Police Believe She Committed || | 


Suicide, Fearit > That He 
Would Wed Another. 
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Mentioned Name of Woman. 

As they sat talking in the dining room for 
a time, Vaughan mentioned the name of a 
woman he formerly had been well acquainted 
with. About midnight, he said, he and Mrs 
Powers retired to thelr respective rooms. 
According to his story, there was nothing to 
indicate that she, contemplated suicide. . 

Shortly before five o’clock, Vaughan stated 
that he awoke, and went to the bathroom. 
The door was locked and he could detect 
the odor of gas coming from within. He 
forced open the door, and, so told the inter- 
viewers, found Mrs. Powers dead on the 
floor while gas was flowing from a jet. 

At 5 o’clock in the morning Vaughan tele- 
phoned to the police. Policeman J. J. Dun- 
ning of the Fiftieth street station, who was 
sent to the house, found the body still in the 
bathroom. When the ambulance arrived, 
the police found Vaughan on the verge of 
hysteria and exceedingly despondent. They 
allowed him to remain in the station yester- 
day without being locked up, and with the 
privilege of going to a restaurant for his 
meals. He impressed the police as having 
told all he knew. 


Apparently in the Dark. 

Vaughan sadi he did not believe tha: his 
remark about a former sweetheart had 
caused Mrs. Powers to become despondent. 
He refused to mention the name of the wom- 
an, who, he said, he had mentioned oniy in 
a reminiscent way. He was asked where 
Mrs. Powers’ divorced husband was and re- 
sponded that he didn't know. 

The divorce was obtained five years ago. 
A few years later she met Vaughar. who 
openly declares that he loved hePand that 
they were about to announce their engage- 
ment. Neighbors asserted that they were 
engaged. but Vaughan said that no announce- 
ment had been made. 

Vaughan had been Nving at the Forty- 
eighth street boarding house since January. 
When Mrs. Powers returned from a visit with 
her mother a month later he had obtained a 
room in the same house for her and she went 
there to live. Miss Theoline Thompson, who 
conducts the house, was visiting friends Sat- 
urday and hed failed to return home yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Powers worked as a cashier at the 
Klaxton club, a restaurant at 228 South Clark 
street. Miss Jennie Barnes, 3520 Lake ave- 
nue, a Sister, was notified ofthedeath. After 
visiting the undertaker’s she left for Ma- 
rengo, III., where the mother lives. Mrs. 
Powers left a daughter, 11 years old, who 
has been under the grandmother's care since 
her parents were divorced.

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Immigrants of ‘Today 
Harder to Assimilate.

APLES, Italy, Jan. 13.—How about the 

ten million recently acquired immigrants? 

What will they do to us? What effect 

will they have on American ideals? At 

least every third man, almost every sec- 
ond man, you meet in the United States today 
was born in Europe or is of the first or second 
generation of Eviropean parentage. The chances 
are as two is to three that this third man you 
meet is of eastern or southern Europe; about 
four to one that this third man is not of Eng- 
lish speaking parentage. What he will do to us 
depends, I think, on what we can and will do 
for him. 

Our superb confidence in the wisdom of our 
open door policy to European aliens. can only 
be justified if we oan assimilate and absorb 
this mass into American life and intbue it with 
American ideals. I realize that in a sense this 
begs the questions I realize that you may take 
the view that these millions and still other 
tens of millions may enter into American life 
without detriment to American ideals: that no 
matter how many we may receive from Europe, 
no matter from what country they may come, 
there is mething in the fact of their coming 
and something in American soll which will 
make for advance, for progress, for civilization. 


Assume That America Is Best. 

For the present, at.any rate, I propose to take 

the other attitude. I propose to assume that a 
@itizen of the United States today has advan- 
tages over those of any other nation; that these 
advantages are the outgrowth of a transplanted 
Anglo-Saxon culture which has “developed in 
America through special American attitudes to- 
ward lite; that these attitude are the out- 
growth of this old culture and are not depend- 
ent for ‘their origin upon ideas imported from 
Scandinavia, Germany, France, Italy, Russia, or 
the dual-monarchy. : 

T do not assume that what we call our civ- 
ilization is what it should be, but I shall as- 
sume that it is the best which exists today, 
and that it fs so on account of a sequence of 
events which have been the logical outgrowth 
of their beginnings and of the soil on which 
they developed. | 

ing on this assumption, we must ask 
ourselves whether we are justified in receiving 
this increasingly gos of aliens. The 
fact that our labor absorbs them is, in itself, no 
justification of our open door policy. There are 
some things in this world better than the im- 


better than the im- 
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Chinese; and in 1907, when we regulated the in- 
flow of Japanese by a passport provision en- 
tered into-with Japan. There may be a few 
in America who doubt the wisdom of these 
three acts. But I believe collectively they form 
as important public measures as were ever un- 
dertaken by the United States government. And 
yet not one of thesé measures, at the time of 
its introduction, but had its bitter, opponents. 

It seems to me that the consistent growth of 
the American nation has been due to its com- 
mon language and its public school system. 
These have continued and fostered common in- 
terests. They have helped us to perpetuate. in- 
stitutions and ideals as old as the earliest Eng- 
lish settlements in the United States. Our 
growth especially has been a homogeneous one. 
The common education, the same in degree and 
in kind, has made possible a commingling of all 
elements of society which, without a common 
language and without schools, would have been 
impossible. Our institutions have not only been 
democratic but their success, the success of any 
democracy, thé existence of a democracy, is and 
must be based on a high level of average intel- 
Mgence. It depends for its life on a high range 
of capacity, oh a high state of- economic and 
moral well-being. 


Freedom of Opportunity. 


Just as our government is dependent for its 
success on high average intelligence and ca- 
pacity, so it has stimulated effort and has tend- 
ed to call forth that sort of strife, man against 
man, which has contributed not a little to our 
progress and advancement. The nature of the 
struggle in America has made for homogeneous 
citizenship. Freedom of opportunity has en- 
couraged unity and harmony. The character of 
the early settlers, the quality of mind which led 
them to leave the old country, fostered com- 
munity of interests and especially made difficult 
the formation of hard classes or castes.’ The 
rapid settling up of one bit of territory after 
another, the spirit which led men along 
coast to cross the mountains and the next gen- 
eration to move on a few hundred miles to the 


west and the next generation still farther, pre- 


vented that sort of segregation which makes 
There will always exist in American life cer- 
tain classes, certain class distinctions based on 
wealth, On intelligence, on family, on what you 
will. But so far stone walls have not been 
built around these groups, with the “inction of 
preventing mobility. Our groups ve not 
hardened. The permanence of our institutions 
has been due largely to the fact that through 
the home, the school, the church, we have trans- 
mitted from one generation to another the bid 
ideals. As long as conditions have been favor- 
able for this transmission of Ameriean stand- 
ards of morality and business ethics no great 
change has taken place. e change which has 
oceurred has been an ou A development, 
due largely to natural causes. 5 


Can he Aliens Be Absorbed ? 


— Are we-able to absorb these. 
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great. It should also be remembered that, in 
general, the character of these German immi- 
grants was high. The motive which prompted 
much of the movement was political. They 
were not coming to America simply because they 
could earn a few cents more. per hour than 
they could tn Germany. Nor were they ignorant. 
The majority of them were educated. The same 
has been true of our Scandinavian immigrants. 
The precentage of illiteracy among them was 
extremely low. They came to America to find 
homes. . 

They were to a certain extent looked upon 
with suspicion. But no one questioned their 
motives or their aims. What the Irish immi- 
gration did for the United States and what the 
United States did for the Irish require no com- 
ment. 


Immigrant of Today Different. 

The immigrant today comes as a day laborer. 
He is content with the first job that offers, he 
is satisfied with any lot, so long as he receives 
his pay check. The country from which he 
comes is fifty if not 160 years behind the 
economic, social, moral, and intellectual life 
of the United States. He finds himself at a 
disadvantage. He has a tendency to segregate. 
In fact, the segregation tendency in our large 
cities:is one of the most interesting and signifi- 
cant phases of modern development. In these 
little communities in the United States there is 
an increasing tendency to maintain the lan- 
guage and beliefs of the fatherland. 

The fundamental difference between the pres- 
ent immigration and that of a few decades ago 
is on the one hand in the motive which 
prompts it, on the other in the contents of 
the mind of the man himself. That difference 
of mind is not omy great but I believe this 
tendency to be hereditary. To what extent this 
is true, I do not know. It is perhaps the most 
difficult question which the ethnologist is called 
upon to answer. But unless we assume that 
mental tendencies and capacities are hereditary, 
we can make little or no headway in interpreting 
the phenomena of the development of human 
culture. The old stock in America is perpetuat- 
ing its kind slowly and more haltingly each 
year. This is a penalty it pays for its high 
state of civilization. It is the price France is 
paying. But no one, 1 think, delieves that 
population in America would fail to make ma- 
terial advance if all immigration were suddenly 
to cease.

1850—R. W. PATTERSON—1910. 
With the burial of Robert Wilson Pat- 
terson, editor-in-chief of Tun Trisune, 
there passes from the surface of the 
earth all that is left of a master news- 
paper man. , 

The period of his activity was forty 
years—a space of time that has wit 
nessed the creation of the modern type 
of newspaper. From youth to middle 
age he, gave to Tue Trisune the best 
that lay in him—<deep thought, extraor- 
dinary foresight, high executive ability. 
Few men have had the gift to gee as 
much, as far, and as clearly as R. W. 
Patterson. To this clarity of vision was 
added a tenacious belief in the dignity 
and responsibility of the newspaper busi- 
ness. Neither friend, politician, nor 
merchant could force him to modify his 
convictions or abstain from their expres- 
sion. As he was independent, so Tum 
Tripunw stood, the organ of no party, 
faction, or interest. 

But it is as a working newspaper man 
that R. W. Patterson will be remem- 
bered, a skilled mechanic in à complex 
business. With culture that came from 
a real knowledge of literature (few 
scholars knew more of Shakspeare than 
he); with abilities that would have made 
him great in the old school of journal- 
ism, in which an editor’s opinions were 
the media through which news was fil- 
tered for the reader, he saw, when he 
took up the pen laid down by Joseph 
Medill, that times were changing and 
that methods must change, too. 

R. W. Patterson was among the first 
to divorce views from news and to let 
facts speak for themselves. That was 
his chief service to his profession. For 
Tur Tripune he built a great journal 
of information on the foundation of a 
great,journal of opinion. : 

Mr. Patterson had that priceless pos- 
session—news instinct. And to him 
there was no narrow and confined defi- 
nition of “news.” He had climbed the 
ladder step by step; his experience had 
been varied and catholic. He simply 
“knew” with unerring precision what 
all the people wanted, and his judgment 
of their needs and desires was rewarded 
abundantly. The four quarters of the 
earth were his hunting field, and he was 
a mighty hunter. 

Great as a news gatherer, he was equal- 
ly great as a news dieseminator. He 
knocked a hole in the wall of the old 
Tribune building to get linetype ma- 
chines—at that time 4 novelty and to 
some minds an experiment—into the com- 
posing room. Then he bricked up the 
hole so that the directors of the paper 
might not order the machines out again. 
He was the first publisher to give orders 
for two new types of presses, which are 
now standard the world over. In all 
mechanical departments he welcomed the 
inventor. He was always willing to dis- 
card an old machine for a new one a little 
bit better, and he made few mistakes of 
innovation. Curiously enough, one of them 
was his gpposition to the introduction of 
typewriters into the local room. 

Even in this age of organization he 
should be considered a conspicuously able 
érganizer. He was constantly on the 
search for new talent, but always in fill- 
ing vacancies he gave preference to men 
already in the service of Tun Trisunz. 

He delegated on principle much au- 
thority to his subordinates. “If they're 
not good enough to trust,” he used to 
say, they're not good enough to keep.” 
His business policy was to make Tu» 
TRIBUNE a newspaper machine of which 
each part could readily and quickly be 
replaced. There is no euch thing,” he 
used to say, “as an indispensable man,” 

Born in the city which gives him burial, 
he knew intimately. its peoples and its 
needs. E\very intelligent project for its 
physical or mental betterment—he was the 
originator of many-—had in him an un- 
wearied champion. But he was no 
visionhry. He could tell the practical 


definitely all schemes which seemed to 
him impossible of realization. 

The sum of Mr. Patterson's work con- 
tains a-history of our daily press. His 
long service under and with Joseph Medill 
left in, his memory indelible impressions 
of his chief. Thus, through the years of 
his service he united the great traditions 
of the "70s to the constant changes and 
evolutions of his professiof.

The Mount McKinley ascension story 
was in the minds of many when the 
first announcement from Cook ‘was 
made. The sharp attacks upon Hil- 
precht hark ‘back to 1905, at least, when 
the fight. first began in connection with 
the University of Pennsylvania Babylo- 
nian expedition. Charges and counter- 
charges were like autumn leaves in Val- 
lombrosa. One archmologist was ar- 
ayed against another until nearly every 
prominent Assyriologist in the country 
was found on one side or the other. 
Hilprecht was accused of literary dis- 
bonesty, of retaining improperly prop- 
erty belonging to the university, of 
claiming for what was discovered at 
Nippur more than could justly be cred- 
ited ‘to it. 

Literature much more abundant than 
that on the tables of stone or on the 
fragments from ‘ancient mounds was 
called forth. There was an investiga- 
tion by experts whose findings complete- 
ty exonerated the accused, declaring the 
charges unsustained and untrue, and the 
verdict was approved by the trustees of 
the university in June, 1905. But the 
other side was not satisfied. The mut- 
terings of discontent swelled into mag- 
azine articles and pamphlets with a spe- 
cially violent eruption in 1908. Now, 
after two years of comparative quiet, the 
volcano is again active. The chances 
are that posterity will be treated to dis- 
cussions of the Hilprecht contentions. 
The dove which Noah sent from the ark 
is usually counted an emblem of peace, 
but there is no sign of peace among the 
archeologists. f 


A FOGLESS LONDON. 

Encouragement for those engaged in the 
sometimes disheartening campaign against 
the ke nuisance comes from London, 
wheré the people are just beginning to 
wake up to the appreciation that the city 
is becoming free from the fogs which have 
been associated with it from time im- 
memorial. Not only dave there been no 
fogs of any density during the winter of 
1910 but the last five years have wit- 
nessed an astonishing diminution in the 
number of these costly visitations, one 
day of which is counted to mean an ex- 
pense of not less than $750,000, every- 
thing considered. 

In 1906 there were 44 fogs; in 1906, 19; 
in 1907, 24; in 1908, 13; and in 1909 only 
4. It is declared that the reduction in 
the number of the fogs until the minimum 
figure has been reached has kept progress 
with the reduction in the volume of emoke 
emitted from the chimneys of the city. 
The introduction of gas for heating and 
cooking, the installation of electric heat- 
ing apparatus, and the use of new water 
heaters are counted factors, at least half 
a million of such new installations having 
been made in the last few years. The 
electrification of roads formerly using 
steam, the persistent presecution of manu- 
facturers whose chimneys have deen 
nuisances, and the effective work of the 
smoke inspectors in general are added 
elements in the notable change of condi- 
tions. 

It the expefience of 1910 and 1911 
should correspond with iat of thé years 
since 1906, the absence of fogs being con- 
tinually notable, it will be another illus- 
tration of what can be accomplished even 
where conditions were counted hopeless. 
And no one a generation ago would have 
dared to prophesy the coming'of a time 
when London should be free from its fogs. 
At the same time it is worth noting that 
the greatest reformations in the condi- 
tions of life always have come where the 
hopeless majority has contended that noth- 
ing could be done.

The meetings of Don Jaime with the cardinal sec- 
retary of state have attracted even a greater amount 
of attention than the audiences accorded’ to him by 
the pope. For Cardinal Merry del Val is not only a 
warm adherent and loyal subject of King Alfonso 
XIII. .but is the son ot one of the latter’s most trusted 
diplomatic representatives, and has two brothers at 
Madrid who are valued and influential members of 
the royal household. 

The fact that the cardinal and Don Jaimé should 
have’ been working in unison proves that for the 
present, at any rate, the pretender has not only aban- 
doned for the time all idea of overthrowing the pres- 
ent dynasty in Spain but is, on the contrary, deter- 
mined to support it, realising that in the event of 
any upset of thé throne it is the Republicans and 
not the Carlists who would benefit thereby. The 
establishment of a republic at Madrid would be dis- 
astrous to the church, and the papacy, therefore, is 
using all its influence in favor of the monarchical 
party, giving its support, however, to the Conserva- 
tives, under ex-Premier Maura, rather than to the 
new Liberal administration, under Canalejas, which 
is committed to legislation against the church. 

Don Jaimé fell in all the more readily with the 
advice of the cardinal secretary of state, since he is 
in no way anxious just at present to take the field 
against his cousin, King Alfonso. He knows that the 
moment he inaugurates any movement against the 
present régime at Madrid he will be forced to leave 
his pleasant home at Frohsdorf, in Austria, to quit 
the dual empire, where he is now treated with royal 
honors and the utmost distinction, and will find, in- 
deed, the door of every country in Burope closed 
against him, becoming a wanderer on the face of the 
earth in the event of the failure of his campaign. 

_ 

It is only a year since, through the death of his 
father, he came into possession not only of the lat- 
ter’s chäteau and estate of Frohsdorf but of his pal- 
ace at Venice, and into the enjoyment of his share of 
the immense fortune of his mother, the late duchess 
ef Madrid, in which Don Carlos held a life interest 
that enabled: him to withhold it from his children 
until his death. 

Don Jaime was, in fact, transformed by his father’s 
death from a soldier of fortune in straitened cir- 
cumstances, and compelled. to resort to all sorts of 
devices to obtain money, into a wealthy prince of tke 
blood, surrounded with. luxury and without any fur- 
ther anxtety as to material welfare. He does not 
wish, therefore, to sacrifice to an armed attempt upon 
the throne of Spain, in which he would be almost 
certain to fail, most of.the advantages which have 
come to him during the last year as a sovereign in 
partibus. In a word, King Alfonso has nothing for 
the present to fear, either from Don Jaimé or from 
the Carlists. The pope is reported to have urged the 
pretender to marry. But the number of princesses 


is convinced that marriage with a member of the 
house of Hapsburg would injure rather than benefit 
his cause. A union with some Bavarian princess 
would, he believes, be more popular in Spain, and it 
is believed that the pope and Cardinal Mérry del Val 
have undertaken to epdeavor to negotiate . 
mstrimenial “alliance with ons of the dat . 
Prince Louis of Bavaria, the eldest son of the regent. 
> 

Although Count Raphael Cahen d’Anvers, the Pa- 
risian banker, father-in-law of the new Prince Lu- 
cinge-Faucigny, met death more than nine years ago 
through the overturning of his automobile; it is only 
now that the curtain has been raised upon his double 
life through the suit between an elderly woman 
named Mile. Labrousse and his son, Count Hubert 
Cahen d' Anvers. 

Eighteen years before his death, when Mlle. La- 
brousse, a figurante of the Opera Comique, was 
young, Cahen d’Anvers settled upon her an income 
of $4,000 a year for ite, or until she should marry. 
Mlle. Labrousse has been receiving this allowance ever 
since. Now, at the age of 49, she wishes to marry a 
man about twenty years younger than herself. But 
as she is anxious not to lose her annuity, she has 
applied to the court to liberate her from the clause 
of the trust instituted for her benefit and which pre- 
vents her from contracting matrimony. Her petition 
would have been granted readily by the tribunals 
had it not been for the opposition of the late count's 
son, Hubert, with whom he was always at daggers 
drawn during his lifetime, and who, therefore, has 
no reluctance about dragging his father’s name in 
the mud. , . 

The Cahen d' Anvers, who are in the forefront of 
the financial world in Paris, came originally from 
Antwerp, and owe their title of count not to the vat- 
ican but to the Itallan government. The father of 
the late Count Raphael Oahen d’Anvers was Joseph 
Mayer Cahen, who founded the Paris branch of his 
house, and in 1848 loaned a large sum of money to 
King Charles Albert of Sardinia and to the latter's 
son, Victor Emmanuel II. The Cahen money may be 
said to have helped to finance the leaders of the 
movement of united Italy under Cavour. The title 
of count was the reward, and as there are many 
Cahens the old banker induced Victor Emmanuel to 
make the title out as Count Cahen d' Anvers,“ which 


means “of Antwerp.”

When the banker died he left two sons, thé eldest 
of whom became a naturalized Italian citizen, a con- 
vert from Judaism to Roman Catholicism, and was 
advanced to the rank of marquis, with the title of 
marquis of Torre Alfina. 

His son is a secretary of embassy in the diplomatic 
service of Italy and does not relish being reminded 
of. the fact that his patronymic is Cahen. His uncle, 
the late Count Raphael, entertained a similar qver- 
sion to the family name of Cahen. For he was fond 
of describing himself not as Count Cahen d’Anvers 
but merely as Count @Anvers, without any refer- 
ence to the name of Cahen. 

On one occasion his fellow financier, Baron Oppen- 


| heim, who makes his headquarters at Cologne, on ar- 


riving at a hotel at Homburg, found that Cahen 
d' Anvers was staying at the house, and that he had 
inscribed himself on the register as Le Comte C. 
d'Anvers.” Not to be outdone in this respect, Oppen- 
heim signed himself on the hotel register as “ Baron 
O. de Cologne.”

The church, a quiet structure 
long pervaded by a drowsy atmosphere, is 
to have a pipe organ. 

Changes have set in already at St. Alban’s 
Episcopal church, which has been a wedding 
center for south side folk for years. The 
house of worship stands in Prairie avenue, 
near Forty-fourth street, and its years of 
slumber ended when the Rev. Charles Ken- 
neth Thomson became rector last November. 
He started in at once to bring new life into 
the church, to enlarge its congregation and 
widen fts sphere of influence. 


Growth Already Is Recorded. 

The Sunday school has grown to seven 
times its former size under the new rector 
and the congregation has incréased fivefold, 
and now an organ is to give more of an air 
of progress. 

St. Alban’s start in.life was as a mission 
tn 1890, with the Rev. George K. Knapp in 
charge. The edifice was erected in 1891. 

The Rev. Mr. Thomson was born in Louig- 
jana. He was graduated from the Louisiana 
State university as a civil engineer. For a 
year he was an engineer on the Mississippi 
river commission and was a major in the 
state militia. Then he went back to the 
state university as a professor and remained 
three years, after which he became a United 
States government inspecting engineer, pasa- 
ing on material and steel for battleships. 


Decides to Enter Ministry. 

At the age of 30 years he abandoned engi- 
neering and determined to enter the ministry. 
He attended the General Theological semi- 
nary in New York, Was graduated, and took 
a course in Columbia university. He was 
the first chaplain of the Cathedral Home of 
St. John the Divine, located on the Hudson 
river. He was assistant rector of Trinity 
church, Chicago, before being called to Mt. 


Alban’'s.

County Board Likely to 
Be Granted. 


FIRST TRIAL ON TODAY, 


Connery and Rogers Will Be Ar- 
raigned on Coal Contract 
Charges. 


State’s Atiorney Wayman has asked the 
board of county commissioners for a special 
appropriation of $5,000 to prosecute the city 
graft cases in which indictments already 
have been returned. 

We are being put to a lot of extra expense 
in the preparation of these cases,” Mr. Way- 
man said yesterday in explanation of the re- 
quest, and we will be handicapped unless 
we are given more funds to work with.“ 

President William Busse of the county 
board said that every effort would be made 
to accommodate the state's attorney. 

“I can't say in what shape the supply 
fund from which we always have allowed the 
state’s attorney money is in,“ he said, but 
we will do our best in this matter.“ 


Coal Graft Case Up Today. 

The first of the graft cases is set for trial 
this afternoon in Judge Baldwin's court. It 
is the one against James P. Connery, secre- 
tary of the Miami Coal company, indicted 
with M. H. Rogers of the M. H. Rogers Coal 
company of defrauding the city on contracts. 
It is alleged that cheap coal was nene 
for fuel of good grades. 

Another is the shale rock case, in which 
Costractor M. H. McGovern and city offi- 
clals are charged with defrauding the city 
by charging for the excavation of rock in 
the building of the Lawrence avenue sewer, 
when, it is alleged, only clay was taken out 
of the bore. The other graft case is concern- 
ing the charge of Ahe skimping of materials 
in the constructiof work of section N' of 
the Lawrence avenue sewer. McGovern and 
certain city officials also are involved in this. 


Expect Big Sewer Disclosures. 

Those in close touch with the state’ s at- 
torney’s office believe that the prosecution 
will spring some startling disclosures in the 
section N sewer matter. Already it is 
said the inspecting work of Engineer Walter 
W. Curtis has resulted in the finding of a 
number of places in the sewer walls and 
floor where the thickness of the concrete is 
less than called for in the specifications. 

It is said to be the plan of the prosecutor 
to cut out cross sections of the concrete from 
the lining of the sewer bore and introduce 
them as evidence. A simple comparison of 
the cross sections and the figures in the 
specifications will indicate just how near the 
construction work was done according to 
contract. 

Engineer Curtis and twelve assistants 
worked all last week making drillings, and 
their inspection probably will not be finished 
before the end of this week.

“TFIGURES SHOW POLICE WORK 


State’s Attorney's Plea to the | 


in Four Months’ Period. 


241 RAIDS MADE BY FORCE. 


Merit Board Hears 186 Cases, Convict- 
ing 70 Men. 


Activities of the police under Chief Stew- 
ard’s administration were brought’ under 
publicity yesterday by tabulations stating 
the work accomplished in the four months 
ending with February. 

The figures show, among other things, fines 
imposed on gamblers were $3,767, and upon 
saloonkeepers $3,810. Activity against the 
gamblers is shown by 672 arrests in the four 
months. Of these 208 were keepers and 464 
were booked as inmates, the heavy end of the 
fines being plaeed on the keepers, mostly 
handbook makers, who took hets on horse 
races. 

The number of gamblers arrested ranged 
from 308 in November, when they paid $1,686 
in fines, to 107 in December, when the fines 
were $895. For January the fines were $831, 
the arrests 126; In February the arrests were 
130 and fines $355. Convictions of gamblers 
were 82 in November, 41 in December, 71 in 
January, and 69 in February. 


Arrests of Saloonkeepers. 

Saloonkeepers in February paid $1,345 in 
fines, with December only slightly behind 
with $1,325. In January, when the arrests 
numbered 377, the fines were $720. The total 
number fined in four months was 199, Show- 
ing an average penalty of about $20. 

Arrests of wom numbered 508, of whom 
886 were fined amaggregate of $2,128. 

There have been 241 police raids in six 
months. The First district leads with seven- 
ty and the Second district is next with forty- 
nine. The Eleventh had the smallest number, 
two. 

Hearings Before Merit Board. 

In the enforcement of discipline 186 cases 
were brought before the civil service commis- 
sion. Seventy resulted in convictions and 
three others are pending. Three of the cases 
heard were from headquarters and the de- 
tective bureau contributed six. Of the police 
divisions in the city, the First had the most 
cases before the merit board, forty-five, with 
nine convictions. Three divisions—the Third, 
Fourth, and Fifth—had twelve convictions 
each. 

The fines imposed ranged from one day's 
pay for one bluecoat to thirty days’ pay for 
five men. The most frequent fine was ten 
days’ pay, which thirteen suffered. 


Man Killed by Passenger Train. 


A man, apparently 35 years old, was killed early 
yesterday by an Illinois Central passenger train 
as he was walking on the track near Eighty-ninth 
street. The body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms at 7350 Cottage Grove avenue.

Miss Marcell of “Electra” Note, Resigns

The American prima donna created the 
role of “‘ Electra’’-in Austria. Since then 
Weingartner has been under constant fire 
for his too conspicuous favoring of Miss Mar- 
cell. Matters reached a climax yesterday 
in Miss Marcell’s resignation of her opera 
position. If the management accepts it, and 
thereby countenances the gossip which has 


connected her name with Weingartner, it is 


regarded as certain that the latter also will 
sever his connection with the Vienna opera. 

Weingartner has made a number of con- 
cert tours in Austria and southern Germany 
with Miss Marcell. She has featured his

It is expected he will at- 
tempt to show how necessery is perfect or- 
ganization to success in his administration. 
He will be aided and abetted by Senator 
Lodge, Representative McKinley of Llinoils, 
chairman of the Republican congressicnal 


committee; Representative Duncan McKin- 


lay of California, John Hays Hammond. 
president of the Natiohal League of kepub- 
lican Clubs; John A. Stewart, president of 
the New York league, and John G. Capers, 
national committeeman from South Caro- 
lina. These men all will speak from the 
same platform with the president and along 
the same lines. 

In Attorney General Wickersham’s Chi- 
cago speech on the same day the president's 


‘chief legal adviser will defend the policies 


of the administration. 

These speeches are the outgrowth of the 
president's conviction that the public mind 
has been impressed by the attacks of vari- 
ous kinds and in many parte of the country 
upon the administration, and that the at- 
tacks cannot be permitted to pass vran- 
swered without injury to Republican pres- 
tige.

In the meantime, while the president and 
his immediate advisers are considering how 
best to incline the trend of opinion favorably 
toward the administration, the Republican 
congressional committee finds that it is going 
to have its hands full in the coming ¢am- 
paign. Collection of campaign funds already 
is well under way and tons of literature are 
ready for distribution, while the chief stellar 
attractions for the oratorical work are being 
selected.

At Least $1,000,000 Is Needed. 

Money will be needed by the committee in 
this campaign as never before, and the re- 
quisite amount is notin sight. It is estimated 
that more than $1,000,000 is needed to finance 
the campaign, which will be extraordinarily 
expensive in doubtful districts. 

The speakers who have been booked by the 
committee for heavy work on the stump in- 
clude Vice President Sherman and Repre- 
sentatives Tawney, Olcott, Rodenberg. Gard- 
ner of Michigan, Smith of Iowa, and McKin- 
lay of California. Speaker Cannon also is 
booked for a tour.

MORE BITTER THAN MEN. 


Hostesses in Receiving Lines Resort to 
Real Discourtesy. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 3.—[{Special.J— 
The bitterness of the insurgent fight in con- 
gress has been transferred from the floor of 
the house to the drawing rooms of Washing- 
ton. 

The wives of a number of leading insur- 
gents of the house have suffered snubs lately 
at the hands of the wives of senators and 
congressmen identified with the regular 
organizations of the two houses. These 
snubs have put the insurgent women on their 
mettie and have brought about a strained 
condition in social circles at the capital. 

At a number of receptions within the last 
two or three weeks the bitterness of the po- 
litical fight hag been carried even into the 
receiving lines where the wives of regulars 
were acting as hostesses. On one or two oc- 
casions these women have refused to receive 
the wives of leading insurgents, humiliating 
the latter and endeavoring to impress upon 
them the fact that their husbands were en- 
listed in a cause decidedly unpopular to the 
forces that control official Washington. 

After the first occasion when the regular 
hostesses snubbed the insurgent women the 
latter lost ne time in holding a counsel of 
war and determining they would not permit 


themselves to be read out of the social ranks 


any more than their husbands had permitted 
themselves to be forced out of the Repub- 
lican party ranks. 

At a reception a few days ago two women 
in the receiving line deliberately turned their 
backs when the wife of a leading insurgent 
member of the house came into the room. 
Angered by the action of her hostesses, the 
guest on leaving the reception room snapped 
her fingers in the faces of the women who 
would not receive her. 

It is understood that a number of wives of 
insurgent members have suffered the embar- 
rassing experience of having their former 
friends turn their backs upon them.

National attention has been directed 
toward the everglades ever since 1850, when 
the presence of this great tract in Florida 
was the cause of the passage of the swamp 
land act that applied to twelve states and ter- 
ritories where there was land of a similar 
character. The national government gran- 
ted 20,000,000 acres to the state bf Florida, 
for the purpose of drainage and reclamation. 
In 1855 the state legislature passed a law 
granting all of the swamp and overflowed 
lands to the internal improvement fund of 
the state, and vested the title in five trustees, 
who were state officials, and their successors. 


Railroads Given Much Land. 


From 1856 to 1879, the letter of the law was 
observed, and no part of the land was useé 
for any purpose other than raising funds for 
drainage and reclamation. But in 1879 the 
legislature of Florida passed what the rail- 
roads considered an absolute grant of these 
same lands for railroad use and benefit. 
Grants of this character continued until 1901, 
when they were stopped by W. 8. Jennings, 
then governor. During the period between 
1878 and 1901, more than 8,000,000 acres had 
been given away by the state under an al- 
leged mistaken construction of the law. 
This included about 6,000,000 acres in excess 
of what the state then owned. 

Gov. Jennings refused to go on with the 
grants and a legal warfare began. The 
state obtained a patent for 2,800,000’acres 
and the railroads sued for title, but lost. 
The plan for reclaiming ‘the land under 
state direction then was devised, and under 
Gov. Napoleom B. Broward the drecges 
began work. The plan did not have many 
friends among those whose money and in- 
fluence were needed to insure success, and 
the dredges had a hard time in the rock 
ledge around the evergiades, consequently 
the outlook was dark for a long time. 

The money needed for pushing reclamation 
was obtained from a drainage tax, and also 
from private sources. The drainage tax law 
was attacked and was held to be unconsti- 
tutional. It was then amended, and suits 
regarding its validity are now pending ir 
the United States Supreme court. 


Roads Now Are Helping. 


Under a recent agreement the land com- 
panies and railroads have pledged themselves 
not only to pay the back taxes byt also to 
anticipate the tax for three years. This hag 
brought the state about $1,600,000 with which 
to carry on the work. An agreement also 
has been made that J. O. Wright, the gov- 
ernment drainage expert, is to be chief en- 
gineer. 

The trustees of the internal improvement 
fund of the state of Florida, who are in con- 
trol of the work, include the following: Gov.’ 
A. W. Gilchrist, A. C. Croom, controller; 
W. v. Knott, state treasurer; P. M. Tram- 
mell, attorney general; and B. E. McLin, 
J. C. Luning is secretary. The office of the 
trustees is at Tallahassee. 

Chief Engineer Wright estimates that the 
total cost of reclamation will amount to 
$1,750,000. Besides the money that has been 
raised the state owns 1,300,000 acres, with 
an estimated value of about $10 an acre. 
The proceeds of all sales of such land are 
to be used in the everglades region. The 5 
cent drainage tax yields an annual income 

f 
3 age of the reclamation service in 
the west has been financed also by the sale 
ot public lands, with the difference, however, 
that the western states have had nothing to 
say in the distribution of the money. Flor- 
ida is doing her own reclamation work, and 
there is every indication that it is to be dodne 
as well and thoroughly as possible. 

The full meaning of the great work now 
going, on is difficult to grasp.

Problem of What to Do with 
New Immigrants Declared 
Serious One.

Washington, D. C., April 3.— The order 
must continue to be the rallying ground for 
all Jews, regardless of political or religious 
opinions,’’ declared Adolf Kraus of Chicago, 
president of the Independent Order of B-nal 
B’rith, in his message to the constitution 
grand lodge convention which began here 
The president, when making this 
statement, was discussing the general sub- 
ject of common ground. 

“ A tremendous dynamic force,“ Mr. Kraus 
said, has been at work in the camp of Is- 
rael, Passions have been aroused, schisms 
have been created, and where peaceand har- 
mony are so essential strife and discord 
reign. We have the Zionist and the anti- 
Zionist, the orthodox and reformed, with 
their respective chasms constantly widen- 
ing, their antipathies geadily growing. 


Tells of Work for Jews. 

“In my judgment it is the province of 
the order to continue in the path which it 
has pursued from its inception. It must not 
favor or discountenance movements within 
our own ranks on which Jewish opinions 
are pronounced end varied.” 

Mr. Kraus’ message to the convention con- 
tained an account of work that had been done 
during the last five years in = a of Jews at 
home and abroad, of responses appeals in 
behalf of the suffering, and of the condition 
of the order in various parts of the world, 
besides discussing many questions of im- 
portance to the organization. The total 
membership now is 33,123, a gain of 22 per 
cent in five years since the last convention, 
while the amount paid to widows and or- 
phans during that period amounted to $1,243, - 
070 and to charity $1,145,118. A brilliant 
future was predicted for the order. 


Problem in Immigration, 

The president said the problem what to & 
with newly arrived immigrants was one o“ 
serious importance. Something should be 
done to distribute the immigrants in the bad- 
ly congested districts in the seaport cities» 
before they become permanently settled. 
Strong ground was taken in opposition to th 
white slave traffic, and combating it he de- 
clared to be one of the most important of the 
organization’s undertakings. The message 
made a plea for a high standard of member- 
ship, whose sole test should be character.
